Bailar M akes Bid 
For Postal Boost 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Postm aster 
General Benjam in F. B a ila r today 
asked the Postal Service board of 
governors to hike first-da ss mail rates 
for businesses by three cents while 
holding postal rates for individuals at 
the current 13 cent. 
B a ila r’s recommendation followed a 
request last week by President Carter 
to set up a "citiz en’s ra te” for first- 
class m ail that would cost less than 
letters mailed by businesses. Carter 
did not specify a fee in his request. 
Bailar did not ask the governors to 
endorse the end to Saturday delivery of 
mail — a subject that was expected to 
be discussed during the meeting — but 
said that the special citizen rate for 
letters may win wider public approval 
for five-day-w eek d elivery if he 
decides to recommend it. 
The new rates of 16 cents and 13 
cents could not go into effect before 
next sprmg because the law requires a 
19-month delay for consideration of 


B a ila r ’s recom m enda tions by the 
board of governors and the Postal Rate 
Conunission. 
The postage rate for letters has been 
13 cents since December 1975. 
"H op efu lly , if infla tion can be 
checked and we are allowed to con­ 
tinue 
a tta ck in g 
postal 
costs 
vigorously, the 13-cent rate for the 
individual could have a long life,” 
Bailar said. 
The citizen rate would apply only to 
first-class m atter mailed by an in­ 
dividual to a point within the United 
States and would involve specially 
printed stamps. 
To qualify for the rate, Bailar said, 
ZIP codes must appear in both the 
delivery and return addresses, one of 
which must be handwritten. The let­ 
ters also must meet standard size and 
shape requirements.

CAIRO (A P) — A former religious 
affairs minister kidnaped three days 
ago by Moslem extrem ists was found 
strangled today in a villa near the 
5,000-year-old pyramids at Giza, police 
reported.

dropouts at the villa outside Cairo and 
said one of them confessed to killing 64- 
year-old Sheik Mohamed Zahabi, the 
official Middle E a st News Agency 
reported. 
The agency said the three youths 
were Mohamed Abu Donya, Safwat el- 
Sheikh 
elZ einy 
and 
Anwar 
el- 
Ma’moun. It said all were under 21 and 
left school to get away from what they 
called a sinful society and live in strict 
a ccord a nce with the K ora n, the 
Islamic book of scriptures. 
The agency’s report did not say 
which one confessed to the killing. 
Zahabi’s body was clad in the white 
nightgown he was wearing when he 
was kidnaped from his suburban viUa 
at 2 a.m. Sunday. A medical exam iner 
determined that he was slain Monday 
night. 
Zahabi, 
who 
was 
m in ister 
of 
religious affairs from April 1975, to 
November 
1976, 
was 
kidnaped 
by 
members of an outlawed sect called 
the Atonem ent and 
Im m igra tion 
Society. 
The kidnapers said they would kill 
him unless they were paid $500,000 in 
ransom and 60 unprisoned m em bers of 
the sect were released from ja il. 
The governm ent 
responded 
by 
rounding up mem bers of the sect, 
which seeks to make Egypt a religious 
state adhering strictly to the Koran. 
Zahabi waged a vigorous campaign 
against the sect 
while 
he 
was a 
member of the cabinet.

energy may be able to compete with 
electricity in producing heat and hot 
water for large 
commercial 
and 
residential buildings as early as 1980, a 
new congressional study says. 


The 
report 
by 
the 
Office 
of 
Technology Assessm ent, published 
Tuesday, suggests that Congress 
consider policies beyond what the 
Carter administration is endorsing to 
encourage development of large solar 
power units. 


The study says rising electricity 
costs and falling solar equipment 
expenses may make even small solar 
electricity units economically com­ 
petitive with conventional power 
plants. 
But most buildings still would need a 
back-up conventional power system, 
the study says, adding that solar 
energy cannot compete with coal in 
industrial use for at least the next 20 
years. 
The study, nearly 1,000 pages long, 
was based on computer comparisons 
of solar energy devices with electric or 
natural gas systems. 
It suggests that private homes can 
use the sun’s rays to provide hot water 
and, perhaps, space heating, and adds 
that office and apartment buildings or 
hotels may find it even more finan­ 


cially attractive to turn to solar 
heating and hot water. 
Even solar air conditioning may be 
feasible, perhaps by roofing over 
parking lots with solar energy 
collectors and burying heat-storing 
water tanks beneath the lots, the study 
says. 
Heat collected by simple solar 
panels could be circulated through 
coils for direct heating, or used to 
drive devices called “heat pumps” 
that can be reversed to provide air 
conditioning. 
If the federal Energy Research and 
Development Administration can meet 
its 1985 goal of reducing the cost of 
solar-electric cells by almost 97 per 
cent, the report says, it may become 
economical to generate electricity 
directly from sunlight, using crystal 
panels something like those that have 
helped power manned spacecraft and 
communications satellites. 
Only the new, cheaper solar panels 
would be reasonable for private homes 
and other buildings that use relatively 
little electricity. 
The report says increased use of 
solar energy would mean a cleaner 
environment and would increase 
employment, particularly in the 
building trades and in the manufac­ 
turing and maintenance of solar 
equipment. 


Lifeline Bill Left Afloat 


Gasoline Rationing 
Proposal In Doubt 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Carter’s reported decison to seek 
broader standby gasoline rationing 
authority is likely to face a rough time 
in Congress, a key Democratic senator 
says. 
Sen. Henry Jackson, D-Wash., 
chairman of the Senate Energy and 
Natural Resources Committee, says 
he thinks Congress will reject the 
proposal unless the country is con­ 
fronted by a crisis of supply. 
“I doubt Congress, barring some 
situation that does not now exist, some 
national emergency, ... will grant that 
authority to any president,” Jackson 
said Tuesday. 
Administration sources said earlier 
in the day the President is going to ask 
Congress for standby authority for 
rationing that could produce a cut in 
gasoline consumption of at least 25 per 
cent in the event of a foreign oil em­ 
bargo or other interruption in supply. 
The President already has limited 
standby rationing authority under 
federal law. But the sources said, 
Carter wants existing restraints lifted 
so he could declare an emergency and 
impose rationing without delay. 


Jackson said he was “surprised” at 
the report of Carter’s plans, and other 
members of Congress said the House 
and Senate should be cautious before 
meeting a request for broader standby 
rationing authority. 


Immediate congressional response 
to the President’s reported plans was 
light, since both the House and Senate 
are in recess and few members are in 
Washington.

reached in his home state, said he 
would be “very cautious” 
before 
giving the President the power to 
ration gasoline.“It’s too much power 
for one person to have,” he said. 
Republican Rep. Clarence Brown of 
Ohio said he couldn’t “envision a 
circumstance short of war or another 
embargo which would reduce our 
supplies sufficiently to justify the 
expensive bureaucracy and inequality 
of rationing.”

having a standby plan ready rn the 
event of an emergency.”

“lifeline” measure to subsidize utility 
bills for the elderly and disabled has 
been left afloat in the Ohio House by 
minority Republicans who are miffed, 
they say, over the speaker’s “heavy” 
gavel. 
Using what m uscle they have 
against the lopsided D em ocratic 
majority, nine GOP lawmakers joined 
Tuesday in a parliamentary maneuver 
that left the measure four votes short 
of final House approval. 
Rep. Dennis E. Eckart, D-18 Euclid, 
the chief sponsor, sharply attacked the 
Republican contingent, accusing it of 
“shenanigans and game-playing” on a 
bill he said was promised to Ohioans 
by both major political parties. It will 
be revived and passed, he predicted. 
Minority Leader Charles F. Kurfess, 
R-83 P errysburg, said the nine 
lawmakers acted on their own to 
protest rulings against GOP motions, 
during floor debate, by House Speaker 
Vernald G. Riffe Jr., D-89 New Boston. 
The speaker had gaveled down Rep. 
Waldo Bennett Rose, R-64 Lima, on 
two occasions when the Allen County 
lawmaker sought to send the bill to the 
House Finance Committee for further 
study. 
Riffe first refused to allow Rose to 
speak on the motion because a roll call 
was in progress. He later disallowed 
the same motion by Rose, citing 
another House rule prohibiting the re­ 
offering of the same motion. 
A roll call of the House sustained the 
speaker on the second ruling, but it 
was by a party line vote of 61-34. This is 
what Kurfess said precipitated the 
defeat, although possibly only tem ­ 
porarily, of the bill. However, many 
Republicans dislike the bill generally, 
in its present form, he conceded. 
The parliamentary maneuver in­ 
volved an im m ediately effective 
emergency clause which the nine 
Republicans supported, allowing it to 
pass 70-25 with a two-thirds majority of 
66 required. 
However, the addition of the 
emergency clause meant the bill then 
needed the same two-thirds margin. 
This time, the nine Republicans voted 
no, and the bill received a 62-33 tally. 
Under another rule, a bill can be 
reconsidered only upon the motion of a 
member who voted on the prevailing 
side—in this case against the bill. No 
Democrats voted against it, so Eckart 
apparently must change the mind of 
one of the Republicans. 


The Cuyahoga County lawmaker 
stopped short of predicting he can do 
this, but said at an impromptu news 
conference that if they refuse to help, 
they “ will have to answer to their 
constituents, and to their consciences 
as well.” 
Under the bill, which also must pass 
the Senate, Ohioans 65 and over and 


disabled citizens would get 25 per cent 
off their winter heating bills during the 
next two winter heating seasons.

Bailor M akes Bid 
For Postal Boost 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Postmaster 
General Benjamin F. Bailar today- 
asked the Postal Service board of 
governors to hike first-class mail rates 
for businesses by three cents while 
holding postal rates for individuals at 
the current 13 cent. 
Bailar’s recommendation followed a 
request last week by President Carter 
to set up a “citizen’s rate” for first- 
class mail that would cost less than 
letters mailed by businesses. Carter 
did not specify a fee in his request. 
Bailar did not ask the governors to 
endorse the end to Saturday delivery of 
mail — a subject that was expected to 
be discussed during the meeting — but 
said that the special citizen rate for 
letters may win wider public approval 
for five-day-week delivery if he 
decides to recommend it. 
The new rates of 16 cents and 13 
cents could not go into effect before 
next spring because the law requires a 
10-month delay for consideration of 


B ailar’s recom m endations by the 
board of governors and the Postal Rate 
Commission. 
The postage rate for letters has been 
13 cents since December 1975. 
"Hopefully, if inflation can be 
checked and we are allowed to con­ 
tinue 
attacking 
postal 
costs 
vigorously, the 13-cent rate for the 
individual could have a long life,” 
Bailar said. 
The citizen rate would apply only to 
first-class matter mailed by an in­ 
dividual to a point within the United 
States and would involve specially 
printed stamps. 
To qualify for the rate, Bailar said, 
ZIP codes must appear in both the 
delivery and return addresses, one of 
which must be handwritten. The let­ 
ters also must meet standard size and 
shape requirements. 
Carter proposed setting up a new 
class of mail rates in a letter last week 
to Bailar. 


Teacher Tenure 
Measure Promoted 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A House- 
passed bill granting job security to 
teachers who meet three-year tenure 
requirements has been recommended 
for passage by the Senate Education 
and Health Committee. 
The 7-1 vote came late Tuesday night 
after a long series of amendments, but 
the bill’s chief sponsor, Rep. Michael 
P. Stinziano, D-30 Columbus, called

The items were listed in an affidavit 
filed by sheriff’s deputies which 
showed that physical evidence taken 
from the bodies of several murder 
victims matched items found in the 
home shared by David Hill and Patrick 
Kearney, both avowed homosexuals. 
The two Redondo Beach men were 
arraigned Tuesday on two counts each 
of murder. But Riverside County 
Sheriff Ben Clark said they might be 
tied to many more slayings that oc­ 
curred over a seven-year period. 
“There are at least 28,” Clark said of 
the cases being linked to the pair. 
“There may be more.” 
He said the estimate came from 
conversations with the two men, who 


are talking openly with authorities. 
K earney, a form er electronics 
technician at Hughes Aircraft Corp., 
led authorities to six alleged grave 
sites over the weekend. 
The sheriff’s affidavit indicated that 
Kearney, 37, and Hill, 34, were first 
suspected in the series of mysterious 
m urders when a friend of theirs, John 
La May, was found dismembered last 
March 18. 
In an interview with authorities in 
April, Kearney and Hill said they both 
had had homosexual relationships with 
IxiMay over a period of two years, the 
affidavit said. 
During that visit, sheriff’s deputies 
obtained samples of dog hairs, car­ 
peting and the men’s body flair, which 
eventually 
were 
m atched 
with 
evidence found on the bodies of l<aMay 
and other victim s, the affidavit 
disclosed. 


At the men’s home, investigators 
found a hacksaw coated with dried 
blood that matched l^aMay’s blood 
type, the documents showed. 
In May, when authorities were 
closing ai, the affidavit said, the men 
wrote to Kearney’s grandmother in 
Barstow asking her to sell their house 
and pay their bills because they were 
going away. 
On May 26, Kearney mailed a letter 
of resignation and his security badge 
to Hughes Aircraft. 
A uthorities say th at HUI and 
Kearney fled to El Paso, Texas, but 
were persuaded by their families to 
return and surrender. They walked 
uito Clark’s office Friday, pointed at 
their wanted poster and declared, 
“ We’re them .” 
Clark told a post-arraignment news 
conference that the men had been 
advised of their right to remain silent, 


but had continued to volunteer in­ 
formation about killings, which might 
reach a total larger than any known 
mass murder in American history. 
Previous cases on record include the 
killings of 25 migrant farm workers by 
Juan Corona and the murders of 27 
teen-aged boys in Pasadena, texas. 
Elmer Wayne Henley was found guilty 
of six of those murders. 
The sheriff said the “trash bag 
m urders’’ were linked by other 
similarities. All of the bodies were of 
nude 
young 
men; 
some 
weie 
dismembered and several were stuffed 
in plastic trash bags. They were found 
along highways stretching from I>os 
Angeles to the Mexican border. 
Judge Philip IB o c c a ordered the 
men held on $500,000 bail each and set 
July 15 for a plea hearuig. The public 
defender said he would represent Hill, 
who is unemployed.

CAIRO (AP) — A former religious 
affairs minister kidnaped three days 
ago by Moslem extremists was found 
strangled today in a villa near the 
5,000-year-old pyramids at Giza, police 
reported. 
Police arrested three university 
dropouts at the villa outside Cairo and 
said one of them confessed to killing 64- 
year-old Sheik Mohamed Zahabi, the 
official Middle East News Agency 
reported. 
The agency said the three youths 
were Mohamed Abu Donya, Safwat el- 
Sheikh 
elZeiny 
and 
Anwar 
el- 
Ma’moun. It said all were under 21 and 
left school to get away from what they 
called a sinful society and live in strict 
accordance with the Koran, the 
Islamic book of scriptures. 
The agency’s report did not say 
which one confessed to the killing. 
Zahabi’s body was clad in the white 
nightgown he was wearing when he 
was kidnaped from his suburban villa 
at 2 a m. Sunday. A medical examiner 
detemuned that he was slain Monday 
night. 
Zahabi, who was m inister 
of 
religious affairs from April 1975, to 
November 1976, was kidnaped by 
members of an outlawed sect called 
the Atonement and Im m igration 
Society. 
The kidnapers said they would kill 
hun unless they were paid $500,000 in 
ransom and 60 imprisoned members of 
the sect were released from jail. 
The governm ent responded by 
rounding up members of the sect, 
which seeks to make Egypt a religious 
state adhering strictly to the Koran. 
Zahabi waged a vigorous campaign 
against the sect while he was a 
member of the cabinet.

N ineteen applicatio ns had been 
su bmitted for pu blic work s projects in 
the cou nty, inclu ding the villages and 
the townships. 
Robert liston. chairman of the 
board of commissioners, today said it 
was the feeling of the board that more 
pro jects cou ld be com pleted by 
dividing the fu nds only three ways. 
Teays Valley had also su bmitted 
projects for the fu nds totaling $4 
million. The district su perintendent 
Benis Lu tz told commissioners that at 
least $65,000 wou ld be needed for 
sewage treatm ent projects at Walnu t 
and Commercial Point Schools. The 
reason commissioners did not inclu de 
Teays Valley in the division of fu nds 
was that Lu tz said the projects cou ld 
not be completed if the amou nt he 


requ ested was not granted. Logan Elm 
School District did not su bmit an 
application for the money. 
Greg Bigam, coordinator of federal 
projects for the cou nty, said the

Although 
this system could include a seat-belt 
harness that automatically covers the 
driver and passenger, the air bag is the 
most commonly discussed method. 
On Capitol Hill, however, Rep. Bud 
Shuster, a third-term Republican, said 
he has introduced legislation to block 
the order. The air bags order will stand 
unless Congress acts within 60 days to 
overturn it. 
Shuster said the proposal represents 
another government infringement on 
individual freedoms. 
While Shuster was promising a 
congressional battle to head off 
mandatory passive restraints, Nader 
was predicting the order will survive a 
congressional assault. 
Nader, who believes the Carter 
administration has moved too slowly 
on passive-restraint systems, said 
there is wide support against those 
who ‘believe Americans have a right 
to die in their cars ...” 
The Transportation Department has 
estimated that passive restraints could 
save 9,000 to 12,000 lives each year and 
prevent 100,000 to 200,000 serious in­ 
juries.

Some m easures of 
the m arket now show rates averaging 
close to 5.5 per cent, down nearly 1.5 
per cent in three years. 
Behind the recovery, of course, is a 
new confidence on the part of those 
who traditionally buy such bonds, the 
attractiveness of which is enhanced by 
the fact that income is free of federal 
income tax liability. 
But even w ithout the tax -free 
feature, m unicipals had some en­ 
dearing characteristics, chief of which 


was safety. Next to an investm ent in 
the federal governm ent itself, nothing 
was thought to 
be safer than a 
municipal. 
Then cam e the New York City 
financial m ess, accom panied by an 
attem pt to sidestep the obligation to 
repay as prom ised. Holders of the 
bonds were told they would have to 
accept 
new 
repaym ent 
term s 
or 
nothing at all. 
Having believed that m unicipals 
were backed by the full faith and credit 
of the m unicipality — that bondholders 
had first call on the m unicipality’s 
assets — investors were shocked. They 
withdrew from the m arket. 
M unicipalities need to borrow in 
order to exist. Faced with a shutoff, 
they began getting their finances 
under control. Taxpayers insisted that 
spending be cut and that credit ratings 
be unproved. 
The courts contributed. Outraged 
investors sought justice, and the courts 
agreed, stating th at local governm ents 
could not unilaterally invalidate their 
contracts with bond buyers. 
The industry itself recognized that it 
could not continue to sell bonds of 
m unicipalities about which it knew 
little. Bond dealers now insist on more 
specifics about the financial condition 
of m unicipalities. 
As confidence and order returned, 
interest rates began to fall. And as 
they did, voters began to approve bond 
issues they would have denied two 
years earlier. Volume built. 
It’s a 
gratifying story, and an 
am azing one too, as you can ap­ 
preciate if you recall the despair that 
pervaded the m arket not long ago 
when bondholders were told that the 
m unicipalities were breaking faith 
with them .

predisposing factors. 
Perhaps even m ore im portant is the 
fact that you eat irregularly. Many 
people have the proverbial orange 
juice and coffee for breakfast without 
any substantial protein to support 
them . When doctors exam ine p at­ 
terns of eating they often find that 
long stretches of tim e go by without 
any solid food. For exam ple, finishing 
dinner at 7 or 8 in the evening and then 
not eating until lunch tim e the next 
day, has a span of 16 to 18 hours. It is 
not unusual to find that the sym ptom s 
of light-headedness m ay disappear 
w ith a d e q u a te n u tritio n an d 
by 
avoiding those long periods without 
food. 
Protein, particularly, for breakfast 


and between m eals, and avoidance of 
sudden rapid changes of position, m ay 
be of significant help. 


My m other has a cancer. My wife is 
deathly afraid of visiting her because 
she thinks that cancer m ay be con­ 
tagious. P erhaps if she should read in 
your column that this is not so it might 
m ake life m ore bearable for all of us.

From the scientific point of view, it 
is impossible for a cancer to be tran s­ 
m itted from one person to another, 
even though these people m ay be in 
intim ate contact with each other. 


Cancers are neither infectious nor 
contagious. Nevertheless, fears and 
confusion about cancers are ram pant. 
Although cancers cannot be tran s­ 
m itted, fear and anxiety can readily be 
passed from one person to another. 
Often, these fears are very destructive 
and can im pair personal happiness. 


Some people react rather violently 
when they are in contact with patients 
who are term inally ill. It. would tye 
unwise to push too strenuously for 
frequent visits by your wife. There are 
m any gestures of kindness and con­ 
sideration that she can m ake and yet 
spare herself some part of the distress

bearded birdm an is back in business. 
Bill Saraniti celebrated the nation’s 
independence Monday by showing his 
own.

But new com ers and old regulars 
were in the store for the reopening, 
looking over the rare birds 
that 
som etim es sell for hundreds of dollars. 
“ I’m so glad to see you back,” a 
woman said as she bought some bird­ 
seed. “ I m issed you.” 
Saraniti said his Independence Day 
weekend reopening in the village 
fam ed for the return of roosting turkey 
buzzards each spring, was a coin­ 
cidence. “ It just happened to happen 
that w ay,” he said.

Redistricting Bill Reportedly Dying 


Only the boldest of performers would 
try to follow an act like America’s 
bigger-than-life Bicentennial Birthday 
celebration. 


It had audience appeal on an in­ 
ternational scale, featured a cast of 
millions, and played to rave reviews 
from coast to coast. By any yardstick, 
it was a success, reflecting many 
months of preparation and with no 
expense spared, to give every 
American a year to remember. 


Yet, even as our Bicentennial was 
significant, particularly from a 
historical perspective, America at age 
201 may be even more so. For we, as a 
nation, have now made our first ad­ 
vance into a third century with great 
expectations, and hopefully with a 
generous helping of that enthusiasm so 
evident 
during 
the 
pomp 
and 
pageantry of 1976. 
Certainly our mandate to preserve 
what our forefathers have bequeathed 
to us is no less binding. The words of 
Thomas Paine should serve as a 
constant reminder of the need for 
vigilance in support of our hard-won 
freedoms. 
He said, “Those who expect to reap 
the blessings of freedom must like men 
undergo the fatigue of supporting it.” 
Nobody ever said that it would be 
easy. Daniel Webster once warned that 
liberty would only be granted to “those 
who live it and are always ready to 
guard and defend it.” 
And nobody ever said that we could 
do it alone. These United States were 
established by men and women with a 
deep and abiding faith in God-a faith 
which recognized the role of the 
Almighty in directing the course of 
events and in shaping our nation’s 
destiny. 
George Washington reflected on that 
role in his First Inaugural Address. He 
said, “No people can be bound to 
acknowledge and adore the Invisible 
Hand which conducts the affairs of 
men more than those of the United 
States. Every step by which they have 
advanced to the character of an in­ 
dependent nation seems to have been 
distinguished by some token of 
providential agency.” 


President Washington was a per­ 
ceptive man, and our nation’s 201 
years bf stubborn and successful 
perseverance must surely impress 
upon all the magnitude of his per­ 
ception. 
Our 201st year, like the past several, 
produced mixed results. Our economic 
picture has brightened somewhat, and 
we are making substantial moves to 
reduce the nation’s rate of joblessness. 
Yet, we have not come to grips with 
inflation, and prices continue to rise. I 
am constrained to say that while 
rhetoric about reduced spending and 
balancing the federal budget has never 
been more plentiful in both the White 
House and in the halls of Congress, 
action to back up the rhetoric has been 
negligible at best. 
The painful experience of Vietnam is 
behind us, and American boys are not 
on the field of battle anywhere in the 
world. Still, the world is far from safe 
for democracy, as Americans once had 
hoped. 
Armed conflict is escalating in 
Africa, and the Middle East could 
explode again any time. The Russians 
talk of arms reductions but continue to 
provide war material for nation after 
nation. Thus, world Communism 
continues its unbroken pattern of 
sowing the seeds of war and unrest. 
In this hemisphere, we face the 
continued exportation of Communist 
subversion from Castro’s Cuba and the 
uncertain future of our control over the 
Panama Canal, in the face of saber- 
rattling threats from that nation’s 
Marxist dictator. 
As we mark the end of the first year 
in our third century, we know that the 
history we write will be no less filled 
with challenges and threats to our 
freedoms and our survival as a great 
nation than that recorded by those 
generations of Americans who have 
preceded us. 
Our bicentennial, grand and glorious 
as it was, is behind us. Let us hope that 
we retain the enthusiasm, deter­ 
mination, dedication, pride in our past, 
and faith in our future so openly ex­ 
pressed during that celebration. 
If we do, we will be more than equal 
to the challenges of this century.

4 Hijack Plane, 
Seek Peru Asylum 


LIMA, Peru (AP) — Four young 
leftists escaped from Chile by 
hijacking a jetliner with 56 other 
persons aboard but failed to secure the 
release of two leading Socialists im­ 
prisoned by the Chilean junta. 


Nobody was hurt. 
The Peruvian government arranged 
temporary asylum for the three men 
and one woman at the Venezuelan 
embassy and said it would try to get 
the Venezuelan government to let 
them go to Caracas. 
Manuel Bulnes, Chile’s ambassador 
to Peru, said his government rejected 
the quartet’s demand for the release of

ANCHORAGE, Alaska (AP) - The 
trans-Alaska pipeline shutdown was 
caused by a faulty L-shaped portion of 
the pipeline, Alyeska Pipeline Service 
Co. reported Tuesday. 


Spokesman Lou Cancelmi said the 
pipe section was being replaced, with 
the slow process of introducing oil to 
the 800-mile pipeline expected to 
resume late today. 
Alyeska had at first said the shut­ 
down resulted from the apparent 
failure of a lMt-mch drain plug, but 
federal and state officials said the 
problem was more serious. 
Cy Price, deputy state pipeline 
coordinator, said he understood the 
problem involved a defect in an L- 
shaped portion of the pipeline and 
Alyeska later confirmed that report 
without giving details. 
Jack Turner, acting head of the 
federal Alaska Pipeline Office, had 
said before Alyeska’s confirmation 
that he did not know if the defect in the 
30-degree pipe was in the pipe itself or 
in a weld. 
Resuming movement of oil through 
the line today would still put it a day 
ahead of schedule.

The plane flew to Lima, 650 miles 
northwest of Arica, where the 
hijackers demanded fuel and flight 
plans indicating they wanted to go to 
Caracas and then to Paris. Police and 
air force troops surrounded the plane, 
and Peruvian officials and the Chilean 
ambassador began negotiating with 
the hijackers. 
The hijackers released 17 of the 
passengers during the negotiations 
and surrendered after three hours of 
discussion. 
It was the second hijacking of a 
Chilean airliner in two weeks. An 
armed man took over a Boeing 727 of 
Lan-Chile, the national airline, on June 
21 and forced the pilot to fly him across 
the Andes to Mendoza, in northern 
Argentina. He surrendered four hours 
after the plane landed.

"In order 
to conserve, I thought of buying the 
van.” 
Thompson has tried renting during 
his seven previous years in office, but 
he thinks living in the camper, which 
has its own refrigerator, stove, sink, 
stereo radio, citzens' band radio and 
air conditioner, is safer, nicer and 
cheaper.

With Statehouse guards patrolling 
the parking lot, the 48-year-old solon’s 
home has tight security. 
Thompson says he saves about $100 a 
month by not renting. His annual 
salary as a legislator is $17,500. 
And he doesn’t have to wake to the 
jarring buzz of an alarm clock either. 
Reps. Ike Thompson, D-13, and Tom 
Fries, D-35, both of Dayton, come by 
each morning and rock the van to get 
their comrade from Cleveland out of 
bed.

Two state budget bills receiv ed the 
lio n’s share o f attentio n in the Ohio 
Senate this week. As we indicated in 
o ur last repo rt, a jo int Senate-Ho use 
co nference co mmittee was appo inted 
to iro n o ut differences between the 
Senate and Ho use v ersio ns o f Sub­ 
stitute Ho use Bill 19 1, the mo ney part 
o f this biennium’s state o perating 
budget. The repo rt receiv ed appro v al 
o f bo th the Ho use and Senate late 
W ednesday 
afterno o n, 
and 
the 
Go v erno r 
signed 
it 
y esterday 
af­ 
terno o n. 
The Co nference co mmittee added 
mo ney to sev eral parts o f the state 
o perating budget. Amo ng the majo r 
additio ns were: $13.3 millio n to the 
Department o f Public Welfare; $2.3 
millio n to the Department o f Mental 
Health and Mental Retardatio n; $5 
millio n to Special Educatio n; 
$4.2 
millio n to maintain the state's meat 
inspectio n pro gram and $8 40,000 to the 
Atto rney General. 
Because they were unable to secure 
passage o f Senate bill 221 — the 
legislativ e intent part o f the budget — 
in time fo r the J uly 1 start o f the new 
fiscal y ear, the Demo crat leadership 
also inserted in H. B. 191 what they 
ho pe will be sufficient language to 
allo w state go v ernment o peratio ns to 
co ntinue after J uly 1.

On Wednesday afterno o n, the 
Senate passed the bill by a v o te o f 32 -1 
and returned it to the Ho use fo r co n­ 
currence in the Senate’s amendments.

Sev eral o ther impo rtant pieces o f 
legislatio n were dealt with o n the flo o r 
this week. On Mo nday ev ening the 
Senate refused to co ncur with Ho use 
amendments to Amended Substitute 
Senate Bill 115.

Ohio Senate Report 


By OAKLEY C. COLLINS 
17th District Senator 


Two state budget bills received the 
lion’s share of attention in the Ohio 
Senate this week. As we indicated in 
our last report, a joint Senate-House 
conference committee was appointed 
to iron out differences between the 
Senate and House versions of Sub­ 
stitute House Bill 191, the money part 
of this biennium’s state operating 
budget. The report received approval 
of both the House and Senate late 
Wednesday 
afternoon, 
and 
the 
Governor signed it yesterday af­ 
ternoon. 
The Conference committee added 
money to several parts of the state 
operating budget. Among the major 
additions were: $13.3 million to the 
Department of Public Welfare; $2.3 
million to the Department of Mental 
Health and Mental Retardation; $5 
million to Special Education; $4.2 
million to maintain the state’s meat 
inspection program and $840,000 to the 
Attorney General. 
Because they were unable to secure 
passage of Senate bill 221 — the 
legislative intent part of the budget — 
in time for the July I start of the new 
fiscal year, the Democrat leadership 
also inserted in H. B. 191 what they 
hope will be sufficient language to 
allow state government operations to 
continue after July I. Meanwhile, the 
House is still considering what action 
to take on the budget language bill.

Even if S.B. 221 is finally approved, a 
court challenge may develop over 
whether it is constitutional to separate 
the actual money to be spent from the 
language telling state agencies how to 
spend that money. The reason this was 
done, of course, was to deprive the 
Governor of his right to line-item veto 
parts of the legislative intent language 
bill. According to Ohio law, only those 
bills that appropriate money are 
subject to a line-item veto. 
The second budget bill considered by 
the legislature this week was Amended 
Substitute House Bill 392. Included in 
this bill are the biennial appropriations 
for the Departments of Transportation 
and Highway Safety. The Senate 
Finance Committee, after restoring 
money to the Highway Patrol and the 
Bureau of Motor Vehicles unanimously 
recommended passage by the full 
Senate. On Wednesday afternoon, the 
Senate passed the bill by a vote of 32 -1 
and returned it to the House for con­ 
currence in the Senate’s amendments. 
The total amount of this budget was 
$1.54 billion dollars. 
Several other important pieces of 
legislation were dealt with on the floor 
this week. On Monday evening the 
Senate refused to concur with House 
amendments to Amended Substitute 
Senate Bill 115. When this bill left the 
Senate it provided that the Governor 
and Lt. Governor would run separately 
in their party’s primary election and 
then run as a team in the general 
election. The House “amended” the 
bill to provide that candidates for these 
two offices must run as a team in both 
the primary and the general election. 
Since this action ran directly counter 
to the Senate’s intent, it refused to 
agree to the House action. Thus a joint 
Senate-House Conference committee 
was appointed to attempt to reconcile 
the differences between the two ver­ 
sions of this important bill. 
A first step in reasserting legislative 
oversight with respect to actions and 
regulations to state administrative 
agencies was taken on Tuesday when 
the Senate passed Substitute House 
Bill 257. This bill allows the General 
Assembly to invalidate proposed state 
agency rules after a review carried out 
by a new joint legislative committee. 
The bill passed by a 31 - I vote. 
Also passed this week was Amended 
House Bill 271 which prohibits theft of 
cable TV company property and 
services. This bill is designed to deal 
with persons who illegally tap into 
cable TV lines in an attempt to obtain 
service without paying for it. 
A Senate Bill passed this week will 
change the liability of persons involved 
in accidents or other events where 
negligence is involved. Senate Bill 258 
will allow juries to determine what 
percentage of negligence was com­ 
mitted by all parties to the event. 


VATICAN CITY (AP) - The

necessary counterbalance to modem 
secularism and a guarantee of 
religious freedom. 
The Sacred 
Congregation 
for 
Catholic Education issued a 10,000- 
word document which also criticized 
Catholic school systems that cater 
mostly to the rich; urged priests, 
brothers and nuns not to abandon 
teaching, and insisted that the chur­ 
ch’s 
schools 
must 
meet 
high 
professional standards. 
The document noted that some 
governments already provide finan­ 
cial support to Catholic schools and 
“guarantee both the preservation of 
the special status of the Catholic school 
and its ability to perform its function 
adequately. 
“Catholic schools are thereby more 
or less closely associated with the 
national system ,” the document 
continued, “and are assured of an 
economic and juridical status similar 
to state schools. ... “These solutions 
are an encouragement to those 
responsible for Catholic schools in 
countries where the Catholic com­ 
munity must still shoulder a very 
heavy burden of cost to maintain an 
often highly important network of 
Catholic schools.” 
The document said the church must 
“mobilize her educational resources in 
the 
face 
of

m aterialism , 
pragm atism and technocracy of 
contemporary society.” It said 
Catholic schools help “promote that 
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freedom of teaching which champions 
and guarantees freedom of conscience 
and the parental right to choose the 
school best suited to a parent’s 
educational purposes.”

—Those who argue they are out of 
ACLU Seeks 
Aid Return 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The 
American Civil Liberties Union says it 
has plans to ask the U.S. District Court 
here to order the state’s parochial 
schools to return several million 
dollars in state aid received in the 
form of instructional materials and 
equipment. 


Citing a recent U.S. Supreme Court 
decision that struck down part of 
Ohio’s parochiaid law that provided 
for state funding for certain elements 
of parochial education, Ohio ACLU 
executive director Benson Wolinan 
said equipment given parochial 
schools whether given or loaned was 
provided unconstitutionally. 
He said the court will be asked to 
order an inventory to cover the last 
several years of all materials given the 
private schools in the form of maps, 
globes, 
audiovisual 
equipment, 
teaching machines and similar items. 
Wolman suggests the materials, if 
ordered returned, could be used by 
public schools, or sold with the receipts 
going to the public system.

The new proposals are an outgrowth 
of 1976 recommendations which were 
modified after public hearings and 
comments from consumers and in­ 
dustry spokesmen.

regulations would involve standards 
for wine which is labeled to show 
where it comes from. 
The bureau proposed three “ap­ 
pellation of origin” designations: the 
United States, a state or a county. 
Seventy-five per cent of the grapes 
used to make wine that listed an ap­ 
pellation of origin would have to come 
from the place named. 
The agency also proposed two 
“controlled appellation” designations 
for individual, named vineyards and 
specific locations distinguished by a 
particular geographic feature, known 
as viticultural areas, such as “Napa 
Valley.” 
Eighty-five per cent of the grapes 
used in a wine labeled with a 
viticultural area and 95 per cent of 
those in a vineyard-labeled wine would 
have to come from the place named. 


The proposed regulations would set 
new standards for varietal wines made 
from specific grape types, requiring 
that a varietal wine such as cabernet 
sauvignon derive at least 75 per cent of 
its volume from the type listed on the 
label. If more than one grape type is 
used, the percentage of each would 
have to be shown. 
(Concord-type grapes which have a 
very distinctive and dominant flavor 


would be exempt from this provision. 
These varietals would be allowed to 
contain only 51 per cent of the Concord- 
type grape.) 
Wines labeled with a vintage would 
have to be derived from grapes har­ 
vested during the year shown and 
grown in the labeled area of origin. 
The bureau rejected an industry 
proposal to lower from 95 to 75 per cent 
the volume of grapes used in vintage 
wine which must come from the 
labeled area of origin.

DAYTON, Ohio (AP) — Reynolds & 
Reynolds Co. is getting glowing 
reviews from stock analysts these 
days. 
Four years ago the Dayton-based 
manufacturer of business forms and 
electronic data processing systems 
saw its stock peak at $51 a share, then 
plummet to $6 a share.

It has 2,681 employes in eight 
plants and six regional data processing 
centers. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Concluding 
that the man in the house is not 
necessarily the head of the household, 
the government is changing the way it 
collects statistics. 
The result may change the way 
Americans look on paper to future 
policy-makers, officials say.

should reflect reality, it does not, says 
economist Janet L. Norwood, deputy 
commissioner for data analysis at the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics. 
Requiring census-takers to label the 
man in the house as the “head” of the 
household not only is anachronistic but 
also can mislead policy-makers by 
giving a distorted view of society, said 
Ms. Norwood, who prefers that 
designation.

matched by only 6 per cent of all

"Inflation is killing us,” says Vito 
Tampone, self-proclaimed spokesman 
for traveling pizza purveyors. 
"We haven’t raised our prices in 
three years.” 
Tampone, whose tomato pies are 
sold from a curbside pickup truck near 
the campus of Ohio State University, 
believes that the day of the street 
vendor may be over due to the increase 
in fast food restaurants. But Tampone 
isn’t worrying, because at age 50, he 
claims to already be semi-retired. 
Most of the business is by-the-slice, 
Tampone’s employes Charles Farmer 
and Fred Schaefer say. Prices range 
from 35 cents for a slice of plain cheese 
pizza to 40 cents for one with pep- 
peroni. 
Tampone puts his pies together at 
his headquarters and loads them into a 
small converted pickup truck. Then 
Farmer and Schaefer haul them to the 
campus and bake them as the orders 
come in. 
Tampone isn’t too impressed with 
the quality of the pies he sells to a 
mostly Ohio State student clientele. 
"We give ’em heartburn, indigestion 
and ulcers. We rip ’em off and they 
come back for more,” Tampone says. 
Tampone won’t reveal the number of 
pies his employes sell from the truck 
usually found parked in front of a 
popular student music and beer 
hangout, Zachariah’s. 
"There might be better locations, 
but we’re so used to the nice people, we 
like it here in front of Zach’s,” he says. 
"We ain’t making any money, but we 
make a lot of friends,” Tampone said. 
"What we need is investors.”

“ Inflation is killing us,” says Vito 
Tampone, self-proclaimed spokesman 
for traveling pizza purveyors. 
“ We haven’t raised our prices in 
three years.” 
Tampone, whose tomato pies are 
sold from a curbside pickup truck near 
the campus of Ohio State University, 
believes that the day of the street 
vendor may be over due to the increase 
in fast food restaurants. But Tampone 
isn’t worrying, because at age 50, he 
claims to already be semi-retired. 
Most of the business is by-the-slice, 
Tamponed employes Charles Farmer 
and Fred Schaefer say. Prices range 
from 35 cents for a slice of plain cheese 
pizza to 40 cents for one with pep­ 
peroni. 
Tampone puts his pies together at 
his headquarters and loads them into a 
small converted pickup truck. Then 
Farmer and Schaefer haul them to the 
campus and bake them as the orders 
come in. 
Tampone isn’t too impressed with 
the quality of the pies he sells to a 
mostly Ohio State student clientele. 
“ We give ’em heartburn, indigestion 
and ulcers. We rip ’em off and they 
come back for more,” Tampone says. 
Tampone won’t reveal the number of 
pies his employes sell from the truck 
usually found parked in front of a 
popular student music and beer 
hangout, Zachariah^. 
“ There might be better locations, 
but we’re so used to the nice people, we 
like it here in front of Zach’s,” he says. 
"We ain’t making any money, but we 
make a lot of friends,” Tampone said. 
“ What we need is investors.”

MIAMI (AP) — “Work no longer is 
going to be a totally life or death 
situation” for University of Miami 
football Coach Lou Saban, who says 
major heart surgery has left him with 
a new philosophy of life.

bypass 
Thursday 
at 
Cleveland Clinic in Ohio. He spoke by 
telephone Tuesday to friends and 
newsmen in Miami. 
“I don’t think anybody can un­ 
derstand what it is like unless he goes 
through it,” he said of his operation. 
“It is nice to come back among the 
living.” 
He said a new view of life develops 
“when you wake up and find you really 
have another awakening in your life. 
My approach to things is going to 
change a little bit. My work no longer 
is going to be a totally life-or-death 
situation. Life is short enough without 
looking at it that way.”

TURNBERRY, Scotland (AP) - 
Alisa is a dour stretch of sand, gorse, 
meandering streams and frustration 
that winds along the Firth of Cly de and 
the Irish Sea. 
Lee Trev ino took one look at it and 
aptly termed it a “ moonscape '* A 
casual v isitor might feel that he ac­ 
cidentally stowed away on one of Alan 
Shepard's rockets and landed on the 
Sea of Tranquility .

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TURNBERRY, Scotland (AP) 
Ailsa is a dour stretch of sand, gorse, 
meandering streams and frustration 
that winds along the Firth of Clyde and 
the Irish Sea.

A 
casual visitor might feel that he ac­ 
cidentally stowed away on one of Alan 
Shepard’s rockets and landed on the 
Sea of Tranquility.

TURNBERRY, Scotland (AP) - 
More than 150 golfers prepared to 
drive off for the British Open cham­ 
pionship today and all were asking the 
same question — how long before the 
sleeping giant of Ailsa wakes up? 


The normally windswept links, 
where the best shots are blown awry 
and players sometimes fear they will 
be swept out to sea, were as calm as 
Augusta, Ga., on a summer’s day. 
Tom Weiskopf, the 1973 winner, 
came through the last nine holes in 30 
in Tuesday’s practice five under par. 
Lee Trevino, the 1971 champion, 
said: “Unless the wind comes up, a 
long hitter — someone like Tom 
Watson or Tom Weiskopf — will win 
this year. Ifs a long course, and I’ve 
never seen such narrow fairways. 
“It’s lucky the rough is so low, 
otherwise you could play for two weeks 
before finishing.” 


Britain’s Tony Jacklin, who knows 
the 6,875-yard Ailsa course as well as 
any man in the field, said: “We are 
going to get a lot of low scores if the 
weather stays like this.” 
Jacklin said the course is not dif­ 


ficult when there is no wind. 
“I counted the bunkers,” he said. 
“There are only 68, and they are easy 
compared with other British courses. 
There are no great problems off the 
tees. 
“But when it blows — oh boy. And 
let’s hope it does because changes of 
wind make the British Open. It will be 
a shame if the weather stays like this 
because there will be no challenge.” 
The course on the shores of the Firth 
of Clyde, with tees perched up on 
promontories above the rocks and the 
waves, is as stern a challenge to 
foreign visitors as any of Scotland’s 
famous courses. 
Trevino said: “I come over here 
because I like playing these courses. 
They are different. Every tournament 
in the United States is the same — 
same greens, same grass.”

fish and assorted animal flesh in or 
near the water. 
The snapper can strike with the 
speed of a rattlesnake and its tem­ 
perament is about as pleasant. 
Moreover, a 20-to 40-pound turtle can 
inflict heavy damage with a single 
snap of its powerful, razor sharp jaws. 
Snapping turtles, however, are not 
especially difficult to trap or catch by 
means of bank or set lines. Any quiet 
body of water with good cover or un­ 
dercut banks is likely to harbor turtles. 
A maximum of 50 lines can be set in 
Ohio. They should be put out before 
dark and checked the next morning. 
Turtles are night feeders who rarely 
are up and about during the day. 
You’ll need a supply of 7-1 hooks, 
heavy nylon or light wire line and raw 
meat for bait. 
If you choose nylon, a wire leader is 
recommended. A friend of mine uses 
.021-inch braided stainless steel model 
airplane wire. Hooks are permanently 
attached with metal sleeve and 
crimping tool. A heavy snap swivel is 
crimped on the opposite end of the 
wire. Attaching the line to an exposed 
tree root or branch is simple by looping 
the wire around and snapping it onto 
itself. 
Turtle lines must be tied above the 
water level but not to docks, poles, 
walls or boats in Ohio so it is essential 
to find a bank with saplings, heavy 
shrubs or trees to serve as anchors. 
Sections of two-by-fours or empty 
plastic bottles can be used as floats, 
although they are needed only in 
situations where a hooked turtle might 
otherwise become entangled under 
water in the roots of trees. 
Virtually any uncooked meat or fish 
is suitable bait. Beef, pork and other 
thick meats remain on the hook better. 
If you can get tainted meat free, take 
it. The smell attracts turtles who are 
not picky eaters. 
Plant the hook deep in a chunk of 
mept at least half the size of your fist, 
which is large enough to prevent fish 
and small turtles from nibbling it away 
before Mr. Mossback gets to it. 
Cleaning a big snapper is something 
of a challenge, although well worth the 
effort considering that one-third to 
one-half the turtle’s total weight 
dresses out as meat for the table. 
One of the most humane methods of 
killing a snapper is to plunge it head­ 
first into rapidly boiling water. It’s 
instantly lethal and painless. The hot 
water also loosens the shell and skin 
which facilitates cleaning. 
Baked like chicken, deep fried or pan 
fried, turtle meat is sweet, tender and 
delicious.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Two 
requests for state aid to deal with local 
government emergencies have been 
brushed aside by a state finance 
agency, apparently determined to 
keep a tight rein on state dollars. 
Requests from the city of Akron and 
Brown County for aid were in effect 
turned down Tuesday by the State 
Controlling Board for lack of a motion, 
waiving a procedural requirement on 
notification. Only four of the seven 
controllers were present when the 
requests were considered. 
Afterward, Sen. William H. Mussey, 
R-14 Batavia, who appeared on behalf 
of Brown County, fumed: “We’ve got 
too much damned power in the hands 
of a few individuals who are running 
the state.” 
The control board, six legislators 
and a representative of Gov. James A. 
Rhodes, had earlier turned down a 
request from Akron officials for $1.5 
million to assist in rebuilding a sewer 
line, damaged by explosions last 
month. 
Brown County, an heavily rural area 
of 30,000 deefi in southern Ohio, was 
equally unsuccessful in a bid to obtain 
$400,000 to 
build 
a 
tem porary 
headquarters for county offices. The 
county courthouse, which housed the 
offices, was almost totally destroyed 
by a recent fire, county officials said. 
In both cases, the controllers in­ 
dicated they wanted more details of 
how the state money would be used. 
Each request could be resubmitted at 
the board’s next meeting July 18. 
“We should have the mayor come 
down, because he’s been pretty vocal 
on other issues,” said Sen. Harry 
Meshel, D-33 Youngstown, in a 
reference to Akron Mayor John 
See Neutron 
Bomb W ork 
Effect M ixed 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Arms 
Control and Disarmament Agency is 
telling the White House that production 
of a new neutron bomb could have 
mixed effects on President Carter’s 
stated aim of ending the nuclear arms 
race. 
Officials of the agency say their view 
was conveyed to the White House and 
the National Security Council in “an 
impact statement” requested by Sen. 
Claiborne Pell, D-R.I. 
Under federal law congressmen can 
ask the agency for periodic impact 
statements when the executive branch 
begins to research, develop and deploy 
a new weapons system. 


The bomb would be a nuclear 
warhead with a capacity to kill people 
when it detonated, but would leave 
buildings unharmed. 


Deaths would come from the bomb’s 
intense radiation. For 20 years, 
proponents of the neutron bomb have 
argued for its use as a tactical weapon. 


Sources said that factors considered 
in appraising the arguments for and 
against the deployment of the bombs 
include: 
—The effect on current U.S.Soviet- 
British moves to negotiate a com­ 
prehensive nuclear test ban treaty that 
would outlaw test firing of nuclear 
weapons underground. The agency 
view is that research on the neutron 
bomb has been completed, develop­ 
ment is virtually finished and a test 
firing could comfortably be carried out 
well before any test ban treaty is 
signed. 
—The effect on current U.S.-Soviet 
negotiations for a strategic arms 
limitation treaty. According to the 
agency, 
the 
effect 
would 
not 
necessarily be negative. The reason 
given was that the neutron bomb would 
not in itself change the strategic 
balance between the two countries. 
—The effect on Carter’s overall 
pledge to work for the elimination of 
all nuclear weapons. The agency 
concedes this impact would, however, 
be questionable.

M ansion Stripped 


SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) - It 
might be called the Case of the 
Mistaken Mansion. 
But it wasn’t billed that way when 
the City of Sacramento went to court 
Tuesday to file a $150,000 civil com­ 
plaint against the people it claims tore 
apart the home of California’s first 
governor. 
The city-owned structure, built by 
Peter Burnett, was gutted a few 
months ago by a work crew which said 
it accidentally did its job on the wrong 
house. 
The correct house was a short 
distance away, but the crew instead 
stripped doors, fireplaces, floors, 
paneling and handrails from the 
governor’s home, city officials have 
said. 
Named in the suit were West Coast 
Building Wrecking Inc., William 
Smith, an officer in the firm, and 
Mariano Gutierrez.

The Akron request was actually 
initiated by Rhodes who committed the 
state to a $1.5 million expenditure in 
seeking $7.5 million in federal relief 
money from President Carter.

To boost their income, a number of 
colleges and universities have adopted 
rules requiring students to live in 
dormitories. But disgruntled students 
have countered by taking the matter 
into the courtroom. 
“ I prefer to live alone,” one youth 
pointed out, “ and I have a con­ 
stitutional right to do so. Forcing me to 
live in a dormitory is an interference 
with my right of privacy.” 
But the court disagreed, reminding 
the student that even the right was 
adequately protected, said the court, 
so long as his private quarters within 
the dormitory were kept inviolate 
against unwarranted search or in­ 
trusion. 
Another student challenged the live- 
in rule on grounds of discrimination. 
“ They let you live outside if you are 
over 21,” he told a court. “ Obviously 
this is discrimination against those of 
us who happen to be younger.” 
But again the court decided in favor 
of the college. The court said the 
discrimination was lawful if it had a 
reasonable educational purpose. And it 
was reasonable, said the court, to 
consider younger students in greater 
need of experience in group living. 
On the other hand, another college 
did run into a constitutional roadblock. 
This school sim ply assigned all 
students to the dormitory until the 
rooms were filled. The remainder 
were permitted to live where they 
pleased. 
But this arrangement was held 
unconstitutional because there was no 
educational justification for dividing 
students in such an arbitrary manner. 


If the college wanted to increase its 
income, said the court, it should have 
spread the financial burden equally on 
all students—just as it would by 
raising tuition.

Urge Alcan 
Highway 
Pipeline 


OTTAWA, Canada (A P) — Canada’s 
National Energy Board has recom­ 
mended that a pipeline be built along 
the Alaska Highway to carry natural 
gas from Alaska’s North Slope and the 
Mackenzie River delta to markets in 
the United States and Canada 
The 
board’s 
recommendation, 
rejecting a shorter route across the 
northern Arctic coast and down the 
Mackenzie Valley, now goes to Prime 
Minister Pierre Elliott Trudeau. The 
cabinet is expected to make the final 
Canadian decision by late August. 
O fficials 
said 
the 
government 
probably will approve the $8 billion 
project. 
The United States and Canada must 
agree before a pipeline can be built 
since both proposed routes cross 
territory of both countries. But a third 
proposal being considered by the U.S. 
government would bypass Canada, 
taking the gas by pipeline to south 
Alaska for liquefaction and transport 
by tankers to Pacific Coast ports. 
This proposal would not need 
Canadian approval. But it also would 
not make 
Mackenzie delta gas 
available to the United States. 
President Carter is to submit his 
pipeline plan to Congress by Sept. I. 
Congress would have six days to 
overturn his decision by a vote of both 
houses. The Federal Power Com­ 
mission 
earlier this 
year recom­ 
mended an overland route through 
Canada but split 2-2 over the Alcan and 
Mackenzie Valley routes. 
Canadian officials predicted Carter 
would also approve the Alcan route. 
They said they hope construction can 
begin next year and the gas will be 
flowing by 1981.

WASHINGTON (A P) — A federal 
civil servant retired on grounds that he 
was disabled, yet earned a total of 
$117,560 in a new job in 1974 and 1975, 
an internal Civil Service Commission 
report shows. 
Another disability pensioner held a 
job that paid him a total of $100,943 in 
the same two years. 
Yet another supposedly disabled 
federal pensioner earned $76,793 in a 
single year, and still another earned 
$66,444 in one year. 
At the same time, the four were 
drawing disability pensions ranging 
from $404 to $1,793 per month, paid 
mostly by the taxpayers. 
The pensioners, whose names were 
not listed, are among the commission’s 
“ Top 20” — persons who earned the 
most in new jobs while drawing pen­ 
sion checks granted because they 
could not perform their old govern­ 
ment jobs efficiently. 
These 20 get the most from the 
system that grants disability pensions 
to federal workers who in many cases 
still are able to work. 
On the average, the 20 earned more 
than $29,000 a year in 1974 and 1975, 
while drawing disability pensions of 
$9,284 per year. And most of the 
pension was considered tax-free “ sick 
pay.” 
The 20 are a small minority among 
the more than 279,000 disability pen­ 
sioners drawing more than $1.5 billion 
a 
year. 
Yet 
they 
illustrate 
dramatically features of the system 
that have drawn criticism. 
Under the system: 
—The definition of disability is so 
broad and vague that virtually any 
ailment, including those that 
are 
relatively easy to fake, is grounds for a

pension. Nearly 98 per cent of those 
who apply for a disability retirement 
get one. 
—Monitoring whether 
disabled 
pensioners have recovered their 
earning power depends almost entirely 
on unverified earnings reports by the 
pensioners themselves. Officials admit 
that fraud usually goes undetected, 
and when it is discovered, the pen­ 
sioner virtually never is prosecuted. 
—Government agencies, according 
to the National Association of Retired 
Federal Employes, often are unwilling 
to find light-duty assignments for 
employes with 
medical 
problems, 
instead pushing them 
onto the 
retirement rolls. 
The system also is relatively stingy 
when it comes to those who need help 
the most: young, low-paid federal 
workers who become totally unable to 
work. Many of these workers would 
receive more money if they were 
covered by Social Security rather than 
Civil Service, a report by the General 
Accounting Office said. 
To receive a disability pension a 
federal civil servant need only be 
declared medically unable to perform 
one or more parts of his job efficiently. 
In contrast, the Social Security 
disability system and most disability 
programs in private industry pay only 
when a person is unable to work.

DWI-Jail Controversy Continues 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A House- 
approved bill repealing mandatory jail 
sentences for drunk drivers is liable to 
generate even more controversy now 
thai the Ohio Supreme Court has ruled 
that judges already have discretion in 
sentencing. 
The high court said last week in a 4-2 
decision that ‘ giving a judge the op­ 
tion to imprison an offender for three 
days or commit hun for treatment 
most nearly achieves” the end of 
reconciling two sections of existing 
law. 
State law does indeed call for a 
mandatory three-day prison term for 
those convicted of driving while in­ 
toxicated. But a separate section of 
that same law provides that offenders, 
determ ined 
by 
judges 
to 
be 
“alcoholics,” may be sentenced to 
three days at a treatment center to dry 
out 
The case involved a Toledo man who 


was sentenced by a municipal court 
judge to three days commitment at a 
V olunteers of A m erica treatm ent 
center. 
The sentence was challenged by 
Toledo prosecutor Jerome Phillips 
who cited the "clear language” of law 
calling for a JO days suspension of 
driver’s license and "at least three 
days 
im prisonm ent 
fo r” 
drunk 
drivers. 
Four of the supreme court justices 
said if the treatment alternative also in 
iaw was inconsistent with the man­ 
datory provision, the legislature 
should have, and would have, amended 
it. 
The court did not address itself to 
what standards judges should use to 
determine when those 
who come 
before them are alcoholics. 
A bill that would significantly amend 
the drunk driving law was set for a 
first hearing today in the Senate 


Judiciary Committee. It was approved 
1(8-31 by Hie House on June I, despite 
some very vocal opposition. 
Sponsored by 
Hep. 
Thomas 
A. 
Pottenger, K-20 Cincinnati, a former 
Hamilton County judge, it would give 
judges clear authority to waive the jail 
sentence and license suspension for 
first offenders. 
Pottenger, 56, now’ a practicing 
attorney, says he has represented 
clients who have lost their jobs and 
even gone bankrupt after losing their 
license and being forced to do time. 
"It really bothers people,” he says, 
A lot of them, for a first offense just 
shouldn't have to do that.”

NEW YORK (A P) - Luis Robinson, 
charged with murder and kidnaping in 
the hijacking of an interstate bus, will 
be examined by psychiatrists for the 
next month to determine if he 
ls 
mentally fit to stand trial. 
Meanwhile, the hazy picture of 
Robinson that emerged in the first day 
following the nine-hour siege at John 
F. Kennedy International Airport 
depicted him as a loner, self-conscious 
of his 5-foot-4 height, and frustrated 
with life in and out of the U.S. Navy. 
"The hijacking was because my 
back was put against the wall,” the 26- 
year-old seaman said Tuesday in an 
interview. " I had the feeling that I was 
being set up by, well, not the Navy per 
se, but by people who were serving in 
the Navy. 
"1 felt that they wanted to burn me 
... to jack me up against the wall, and 1 
just had to leave,” he said. 
Robinson, a black, English-and 
Spanish-speaking native of Panama, 
commented as he was fingerprinted in 
a Queens police station prior to his 
arraignment on two murder charges, 
two charges of attempted murder, 25 
counts of kidnaping and possession of a 
dangerous weapon — the 7.65 mm. 
revolver used in the slaying of the bus 
driver and a woman passenger. 
In a three-minute arraignment, state 
Supreme Court Justice Max Galfunt 
remanded the defendant to Kings 
County Hospital in Brooklyn for 
mental tests. 
Before the hearing, reporters asked 
Robinson why he had hijacked the bus 
and demanded a $6 million ransom and 
a plane to fly to Cuba in exchange for 
the bus passengers he held hostage. 
"No one to talk to,” he muttered. He 
said he "felt sorry" for the people who 
died, but when asked if that meant he 
did not mean to kill anyone, he replied : 
"I can’t say that."

WASHINGTON (AP) - The federal 
government is ordering planes leaving 
a Washington airport for California 
sprayed with DDT after finding live 
Japanese beetles on board a plane, but 
one airline says it will fight, not spray. 
King Lovinger, an A griculture 
Department spokesman, said Tuesday 
the “routine” spray order was aimed 
at protecting California’s agriculture 
industry from the beetles. 


But United Airlines, citing an 
Environmental Protection Agency ban 
on DDT for farm use, has refused to 
spray its aircraft. 
United spokesman Jam es Iinse said 
representatives of his company and 
two other airlines involved plan to 
meet today 
with officials of the 
A griculture D epartm ent and the 
Federal Aviation Administration to 
discuss the spraying program. 


“We hope to get total satisfaction 
that any m aterial that USDA wants us 
to use in spraying an aircraft is ab­ 
solutely safe to anyone coming in 
contact with it,” he said. “ Nobody has 
been able to explain so far to us why 
the EPA has banned it (DDT) but the 
Agriculture Department gives it to us 


to use.” 
Japanese beetles, normally found 
only in the northeastern part of the 
country, were discovered on a plane 
arriving in California last week from 
Dulles 
International 
A irport 
in 
suburban Washington. 
The insects attack more than 400 
kinds of plants and can cause ex­ 
tensive destruction, according to 
experts. 
After authorities in California 
discovered the beetles last week, the 
A griculture D epartm ent declared 
Dulles Airport “hazardous” and or­ 
dered the spraying for all planes flying 
to California. 
United Airlines, American Airlines 
and Trans World Airlines have flights 
from Dulles to California, an airport 
official said. 
He said the department agreed not to 
enforce the order against United until 
the differences could be worked out. 
American and TWA officials ap­ 
parently went along with the order, but 
spokesmen for the two airlines were 
not immediately available for com­ 
ment. 
Lovinger said airline officials are 
mistaken in the impression there has 
been a total ban on the use of DDT.

M ental Test 
Scheduled 
In Slayings 


NEW YORK (AP) - Luis Robinson, 
charged with murder and kidnaping in 
the hijacking of an interstate bus, will 
be examined by psychiatrists for the 
next month to determine if he is 
mentally fit to stand trial. 
Meanwhile, the hazy picture of 
Robinson that emerged in the first day 
following the nine-hour siege at John 
FL Kennedy International A irport 
depicted him as a loner, self-conscious 
of his 5-fooM height, and frustrated 
with life in and out of the U.S. Navy. 
“The hijacking was because my 
back was put against the wall,” the 26- 
year-old seaman said Tuesday in an 
interview. “I had the feeling that I was 
being set up by, well, not the Navy per 
se, but by people who were serving in 
the Navy. 
“ I felt that they wanted to burn me 
... to jack me up against the wall, and I 
just had to leave,” he said. 
Robinson, a black, English-and 
Spanish-speaking native of Panama, 
commented as he was fingerprinted in 
a Queens police station prior to his 
arraignm ent on two murder charges, 
two charges of attempted murder, 25 
counts of kidnaping and possession of a 
dangerous weapon — the 7.65 nun. 
revolver used in the slaying of the bus 
driver and a woman passenger. 
In a three-minute arraignment, state 
Supreme Court Justice Max Galfunt 
remanded the defendant to Kings 
County H ospital in Brooklyn for 
mental tests. 
Before the hearing, reporters asked 
Robinson why he had hijacked the bus 
and demanded a $6 million ransom and 
a plane to fly to Cuba in exchange for 
the bus passengers he held hostage. 
“ No one to talk to,” he muttered. He 
said he “felt sorry" for the people who 
died, but when asked if that meant he 
did not mean to kill anyone, he replied: 
"I can’t say that.”

The Americans were interrogated 
individually, then driven to Havana 
and held in a dormitory-like facility, he 
said. About dawn on July 4, “We had 
breakfast: soda crackers, water and 
Cuban coffee,” said Skafte. 
He said more questions followed. 
During the day, the Musica crew 
discovered two other Americans had 
been taken captive. Skafte, who had 
been debriefed by Coast Guard officers 
on arrival in Key West, would not 
reveal their names. 
“They’re still down there,” he said. 
He said he and the others were taken 
back to the Musica at about midnight 
Monday. 
“We said, we’re free. It’s the end of 
Independence Day and we’re free,” 
said Skafte. 
The Musica radioed the Coast Guard 
again after being released. The ship 
arrived at Key West on Tuesday af­ 
ternoon. 
An exhausted Skafte said the ex­ 
perience gave him a new view of 
democracy. “I’m not glad it happened, 
but it gave me a chance to appreciate 
America. I never thought America was 
so free.”
